Panncefote, the British ambassador, | 
has about recovered from a Icng 
and painful attack of rheumatism, 
which has kept him in bed for a 
good part of the last throe months. 
The fact that he was able to call at 
the state department yesterday led 
to reports that, coincident with 
Lord Salisbury's declination of the 
proposition to stop p&lagic sealing, 
Sir Julian had renewed reciprocity 
negotiations. His call, however, had 
no such significance, as Sir Julian 
did not know Of Lord Salisbury's 
answer at the time he visited the 
State department. As to the reci- 
procity negotiations, they have pro- 
gressed steadily through Mr. Adam, 
first secretary of the embassy, and 
Sir Julian will now be able to give 
the matter personal attention. The 
main desire of the British West 
Indian colonies is to secure the 20 
percent, reciprocity reproduction on 
sugar. 


"What will be offered in escaange 


has not yet been determined. At the 
outset the principle of tho negotia- 
tions was confined to the British 
West Indies, but the present indica- 
tions are that efforts will be made 
to include Canada among the colo- 
nies receiving the advantages of re- 
ciprocity. How far this can be done 
in view of tho failure o! the Behrinc- 
Sea negotiations is not clear, but it 
is probable that tho British govern- 
ment will prefer' to have the nego- 
tiations embrace all the colonies- 
including Canada—instead of repeal- 
ing the action when the last reci- 
procity treaties were framed, of con- 
fining them to the West Indian pos 
sessions. In this connection it may 
be stated that Mi". Kasson, the 
special plenipotentiary commission- 
er of the United States charged with 
the conduct of the negotiation of re- 
ciprocity arrangements and treaties 
nnder tho tariff act, has not under- 
taken to consider the subject of re- 
ciprocity with Canada. 


This abstention on the part of Mr. 


Kasson is attributable to the fact] 
that the subject of reciprocity, pure 
and simple, was described in the 
tariff act-and become so involved 
with the seal question and other is- 
sues as to become practically insep- 
arable from them, andfo the entire 
subject of Canadian relations ap- 
pears to remain in the control of 
ex-Secretary Foster.

NOTRE DAME, Jnd., Dec. 29.—The 


Very Rev. William Corby, 0. S. C., 
superior .of tho Order of the Holy 
Cross in this country, died of pneu- 
monia at 3:30 o'clock Tuesday after- 
noon. Bis death was rather sud- 
den, as ho wa^ seriously ill only a 
few days. Father Corby had re- 
cently mado an esi ended trip on 
official bu^nesi, and on his return 
abont ft week a:;o complained of u 
cold. 


He was born in Detroit in 1S33; 


entered Notre Dame university in 
his twentieth year, and fivo years 
later he became disciplinarian, tho 
first of many important offices with 
which h? was to be charged. He re- 
mained at Noire Dame until the 
outbreaK of the war. 
In 1SB1 ho 


was commissioned chaplain of the 
Eighty-eighth New York regiment, 
in the' Irish brigade commanded by 
Gen. Thomas Francis Meagher. 
Father Corby figured iu one of tho 
most impressive scones of the war. 
It was just before Gettysburg. Father 
Corby mounted a huge rock to ad- 
dress the army. He bade tho soldiers 
remember that their country and 
the welfare of unborn millions wero 
at stake. Turning to the Irish bri- 
gade he said that cowardice was as 
mean in the sight of God as of man, 
and declared that the church would 
refuse the sacraments to any ono 
who should falter in his ttuty. By 
a common impulse the soldiers foil 
upon their knees, Protestant bcsido 
Catholic, oilicerj and 'privates, men 
of i:ll creeds and men of no creed, 
while Father Corby pronounced a 
general absolution. Then they rose 
with hearts full of courage, and how 
they bore themselves in that awful 
fight is part of the world's history. 
It was in remembrance of the part 
borne by Father Corby in this bat- 
tle that the flag of the Msh brigade 
was refused to tho legislature of the 
state of New York and was sont in- 
stead to be hung on tho walls of 
Notre Dame university. 
. The war over. Father Corby re- 
turned to Notre Dame, as did also 
sis other priests frorn.the university 
who had doffed tho professor's gown 
for tho blue uniform. Then fol- 
lowed a varied experience as pastor 
and missionary in varioui cities. 
In 1S05 he was chosen'superior of 
liis order in the United States, and 
much of tho romarkablo develop-

Christ's blood to be holy, and per- 
form the obligations of the Chris- 
tian. 
Put away all devices and 


.suggestions of the devil, and sur- 
render yourselves to the One by 
•whose power alone you can be 
saved. He alone comprehends all. 
He who brought Lazarus out of the 
tomb will make a new man of yon. 
Twelve years ago, if I had come to 
Fort Wayne, you would not have 
come 
to 
see me, because I 


way an outcast from my friends, 
a poor, drunken, lost, helpless 
wretch; father and mother gone to 
premature graves through my way- 
wardness ; a burden to the wife of 
my bosom, and a terror to my chil- 
dren—yon would have shunned me. 
Why come now? To see and to 
liear a man raised front the dead— 
rejuvenated and strengthened. No 
power but the power of Christ could 
liavo effected this transformation. 
He will do the same for yon. He is 
waiting."

FARM HORSE FEED. 


Batloa* D»t Adapted to the teauw at 


R**t and Idltncu. 


Probably the farm horec demands and 


receives more diversified rations than 
horns in any other class of work. Com- 
mencing, say, ia January, when the 
farm bone has tho least work to per- 
form, we give him a few ears of com 
twice » day, with all the bright hay he 
will eat np clean. He is already fat as 
any (arm hone should be, and this will 
keep him to. AM spring approaches witt 
wanner weather his grain ration shoulf 
be changed to oats, which wo consider 
the best element that enters MB ration 
at any time. Oats make the mutdiw 
strong and solid, and with gradual in- 
crease of work he can be fitted to endure 
tho heavy spring plowing mnch better 
than when corn in the only grain he 
cuts. We always like to have B quanti- 
ty of thrashed oate, also enough chopped 
oats to feed through the frammer. By 
running sheaf oats through the cutting 
box in the early fall they can be kepi 
until tbe next summer, and the mice 
and rats cannot work on and min them 
as they will in the ehcaf. "* The ration 
that we like bret for hot weather is 
chopped oat;, slightly moistened with 
water, with abont three potmds of bwn 
mid shorts mixed thoroughly with the 
oaU; this for breakfast. At noon ho ha* 
not the time to eat such a ffd, so the 
thrashed oats come handy and welcome 
to him for a quick lunch, giving him 
time to munch a good hite of hay with- 
in the hour. At night oats chopped are 
t«peated, with occasionally cornmetil it 
place of shorts, or two or three ears o! 
com as a change may be added. We al- 
ways keep ow ground feed in bios, and 
it is well salted M pot in; to the rait 
ia never forgotten. 


Soda and sulphur, equal parts well 


mixed, we consider about as good con 
dition powder as any. A box is kept 
handy, and abont twice a week a table' 
spoonfnl is given to each hone. Finely 
cat corn fodder makes a fairly good 
rpngbneu for the horses a part of tbe 
time to early winter, but they seem to 
tire of it and care little for it toward 
spring. We undertook one winter to 
cany through some young hones on 
fodder alone, but had to commence feed- 
ing corn in February to keep them in 
flesh. Nice, bright timothy hay, ran 
through a cutting box, and » chop made 
with ground oats make a very good 
feed. For a ration for a 1,400 pound 
Norman mare (such a one as more farm- 
ers should own) wo would say give hei 
fonr quarts of thrashed oats mixed 
with three pints of shelled corn and ten 
pounds of early cut' timothy hay foi 
rapper after a hard day's plowing.—O. 
E. H. in Salem (Ind.) Farmer. 


Hams of Smlthfeld. 


Below is the method employed la 


coring tbe celebrated Smithfleld hamsi 


The hams axe placed in a large tray 


of fine Liverpool rait. Then tbe flesh 
surface is sprinkled with finely ground 
crude saltpeter nntil tho hams are al 
white as though covered by a moderate 
frost; or, say, use 3 to 4 pounds of the 
powdered saltpeter to 1,000 pounds oi 
hams. 


After applying tbe saltpeter imme- 


diately salt with tbe Liverpool fine salt, 
covering well the entire surface. Now 
pack the hams in bulk, but not on piles 
more than S feet high. In ordinary 
weather the hams sfaonld remain thui 
for three days. 


Then break bulk and resalt with tb« 


fine salt. Tho horns thus salted and re- 
salted should now remain in Sftlt in 
bplk one day for each and every pound 
each ham weighs—that U, a two pound 
hum should remain two days, and in 
such proportion of time for larger and 
smaller sizes. 


Next yon wash with tepid water un- 


til tho bams are thoroughly cleaned, 
and after partially drying rub tbe en- 
tire surface with finely ground black 
pepper. 
• 


Now the hami should be hong up in 


the smokehouse, and this important op- 
eration be begun. The smoking should 
be very gradually and slowly done, last- 
ing 30 or 40 day*, most puckers using 
green hickory or red oak to smoke 
with. 


After the hams are cored and smoked 


they should be repeppered to guard 
against vermin and then bagged. These 
hams improve with age and may be con- 
sidered perfect at about a year old. 


The conclusion natorally to be drawn 


from these facts is that any ham treated 
•s these pickers treat theirs woold tx> 
better than the average. Tho Smithflelrl 
bam, 
however, owes its popularity to 


its peculiar, flavor, and this flavor to not 
due to tbe manner in which it is cored, 
else any ham cured in the same manner 
would rival it It does not owe ita fla- 
vor to the manner of feeding altogether, 
else hogs from other parts of tho coon- 
try could bo brought here and perfected. 
The neoetiary thing*, in the opinion of 
tbe producers, may then be summed up 
as follows: 


A slow growing, peculiar shaped hoK- 
Peculiar game flavor produced by th« 


wild life in the woods and the nutjt, 
berries, eta, upon which it lives. 


Rapid production of fleah when tb« 


fattening pxweti begins. Tb» fat formed 
of corn and pare water. 


The methods gf curing and Making. 


It has been foond that if a little part- 


ly cored sorfhnm is given to cattle after 
they have hod their other fcod at every 
meal for * few days, thus gradually ac- 
cnstotting them to it, they can safciy be 
allowed to purtore on sorghum at to 
••t all they want of it, trot they nbould 
never have acoew to it green when their 
stomaoh* we entirely empty. All live 
stock may safely eat well cored 'Mglinm 
fodder as much a* they want with other 
food.
